Salaries of county deputies have 
been held up as a result of an order 
issued by the state controller. This 
action is taken following a decision 

of the state supreme court Stectng 
San Diego county. 

The decision holds that an increase 
of salaries deputies amounts to af 
increase of pay for the principal, and 
this the law prohibits. 

If the new decision stands, the 
deputies who have drawn increases 
during the past four, yer 
only go back to their orfginal ciation, 
so far as compensation is concerned, 
but they will be compebled to return 
iy ce treasury thc amount

The decision has created conster- 
nation in the ranks of the. office- 
holders at the county seat, and just

State, therefore, 
all claims for service based upon 
any change brought about by 
said new county government act 
cannot be legally paid. This 
decision was rendered October
